The St. Petersburg correspondentofthe Times 
writes:——Bokhara. the aoblo, tha richest, most on- 
lightened. and most holy of all Mahommodan na- 
tions in Central Asis and ‘beyond it, bas just of- 
floially declared the complete abolition of slavery, 
Up to the present this course had not altogothor 
disappeared, although it was gonorally assnmed 
that since Russia scoured controlover the Amoer's 
‘country it had quite ovased to oxiat. Tho treat, 
mont ofthe Bolharnn slave appears to have been 
on the whole exceptionally kind, and in many 
cases the poor wretoh received his freotom just 
before dying, -so-that-he-might have a fair chance 
of admittance into tho paradise of the faithfal 
Nearly all’ the slaves in Bokhara camo from Per- 
aia, and wore bought from the man-stealing Tur- 
comans of the intervening desorts, who kidnap- 
them during thelr frequent “alamans,” or- 
battaes for cattle and human beiagsalike, on the 
Khorasson borders, Tho Russian conqaast of 
Turcomania was naturally the death-blow to 
both “alaman” raids and tha slave trade, and 
the deores above mentioned is the oficial confir- 
mation of tha complete disappearance of all 
traces of the latter scourge in Bokhara. 


Tt must require nerves of iron to eater tho

Evan 
in the followiag year, an enormous fncrense— 
about 420,000 tona net—tork place, but then 
came an astonishing collapse, the figures for 
1885 yhowing a not angmentation of only 
420,000: tons. No doubt, cur shipbuilders con- 
cluded, as well they might, that the hottom 
of the well was reached. Not’ so, however, for 
last year’s record gives.an increase aggregating 
57,495 tons, while the sailing-fleot diminished by 
905 tons, giving a gain of only 17,508" 
tons compared with nearly 600.000 tons throa 
years before, In connection with the question 
of fortizying our coaling stations, it is worthy of 
note that England now has afloat, for purposes 
of commerce only, vessels aggregating 03 million 
tons register. Truly a property worth insuring, 
without taking into acoount the cargoos.
